(2) An annual report shall be filed with the Commission by the end of the 3rd month after 
the end of ti.2 year for which the report is made unless the Commission extends the filing 
date or changes the period covered by the report. The annual report and, if the Commission 
requires, any other report made under this section, shall be made under oath. 

(c) The Commission shall streamline and simplify, to the maximum extent practicable, 
the reporting requirements applicable under this subchapter to motor common carriers of 
property with respect to transportation provided under certificates to which the provisions 
of section 10922(b)\(4)(E) of this title apply and to motor contract carriers of property with 
respect to transportation provided under permits to which the provisions of section

(49) U.S.C. 11981. (g) A person required to make a report to the Commission, answer a 
question, or make, prepare, or preserve a record under this subtitle concerning transporta- 
tion subject to the jurisdiction of the Commission under subchapter II of chapter 105 of this 
title, or an officer, agent, or employee of that person that (1) does not make the report, (2) 
does not specifically, completely, and truthfully answer the question, (3) does not make, 
prepare, or preserve the record in the form and manner prescribed by the Commission, or 
(4) does not comply with section 10921 of this title, is liable to the United States 
Government for a civil penalty of not more than $500 for each violation and for not more 
than $250 for each additional day the violation continues.

Unit train service is a specialized scheduled shuttle type service in equipment (Railroad o7 privately owned) deticated to such 
service, moving between origin and destination. The applicable tariffs and/or contracts generally require that a specific minimum tonnage or 
quantity of carloads be tendered as a unit for shipment on one bill of lading or other shipping document in a solid train for movement between © 
ments which reflect the approximate capacity of the unit trains for the stated period. Way Trains are defined as trains operated primarily to 
gather and distribute cars in road service and move them between way stations or way points. Through Trains are those trains operated between 
twc Of More Major concentration or distribution points. Do not include Unit Train statistics in Way and Through Train statistics. A Work Train 
is a train operated solely or preponderantly for the purpose of transporting company freight, work equipment or company employees. Statistics 
for Work Trains should be reported under Item 11 only. Statistics related to company equipment, company employees and company freight 
moving in transportation trains are not to be reported in item 11, but are to be reported in Items 4-17, 6-04, 7-02, and 8-04 and 8-05 as 
instructed in notes, I, K, and L.

(H) Use car designations shown in Schedule 710. Under Railroad Owned and Leased cars, Items 4-01 and 4-11, report both foreign cars and © 
respondents’ own cars while on the line of the respondent railroad.
